vagance  than  linen,  cotton  or  woollen  ;  but  they

This  fact  is  sufficient 
to  convince  us  that  in  the  mind  of  God,  at  least, 
it  is  a  duty  of  some  importance.

And  more  than  this, 
when  de^ly  engaged  titherwise  in  religion,  they 
will  often  find  it  a  hindrance,  an  interruption,  an 
obstacle,  to  their  cherished  emotions  and  desires. 

All  this  is  often  seen,  while  the  real  cause  has 
been  seldom  understood.  Tlie  sin  has  been  that 
of  ignorance,  more  or  less  culpable ;  while  the 
true  course  of  reformation  has  been  entirely ! 
overlooked  and  disregardrd.  This  course  is  no- ! 
thing  more  nor  less,  than  for  families  to  begin  at 
once  to  sing  the  praises  of  God  dcvotionally,  in 
such  manner  as  they  are  able,  and  to  continue 
the  process.  Daily  practice,  in  dependence  up- 
!  on  God,  will  soon  begin  to  obviate  the  existing 
I  difficulties.  After  all,  men  are  designed  as  a  race 
of  spiritual  singers.  Practice  makes  perfect.
